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ORDER 

OF     THE 

SECRETARY   OF   THE   HOUSE   OF  DEPUTIES. 


Section  I. — A  Secretary  shall  be  chosen  at  every  General  Council, 
by  ballot,  by  a  majority  of  the  voters,  after  viva  voce  nominations.  If 
but  one  person  is  nominated,  the  balloting  shall  be  dispensed  with. 
The  Secretary  shall  continue  in  office  until  the  meeting  of  the  next 
General  Council,  and  until  his  successor  is  chosen.  He  shall  attend  at 
the  time  and  place  appointed  for  the  meeting  of  the  General  Council ; 
shall  receive  the  testimonials  of  those  who  shall  there  attend  as  mem- 
bers of  the  House  of  Deputies  ;  shall  record  the  names  of  those  who 
present  testimonials ;  and  when  such  list  is  made,  shall  take  the  votes 
of  those  named  in  it  for  a  Tresidcnt.  The  insertion,  by  the  Secretary, 
in  the  list  so  made  by  him,  of  the  name  of  any  person  who  has  pre- 
sented a  testimonial  of  his  appointment  as  a  Deputy,  shall  be  prima 
facie  evidence  of  the  right  of  such  person  to  a  seat ;  but  as  soon  as  the 
House  is  duty  organized,  a  Committee  on  Elections  shall  be  appointed, 
to  whom  the  testimonials  of  all  those  claiming  to  be  members  shall  be 
referred. 

The  Secretary  shall  keep  full  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the  House  ; 
transcribe  them  with  all  Keports  into  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose ; 
preserve  the  Journal  and  Records  of  the  House  ;  deliver  them  to  hig 
successor,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  directed  or  assigned 
to  him  by  the  House.  He  may,  with  the  approbation  of  the  House, 
appoint  an  Assistant  Secretary.  If,  during  the  recess  of  the  General 
Council,  a  vacancy  should  occur  in  the  office  of  Secretary,  the  duties 
thereof  shall  devolve  upon  the  Assistant  Secretary,  if  there  be  one ;  if 
not,  or  if  the  Assistant  Secretary  shall  die  or  resign,  a  Secretary  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  in  which  the 
next  General  Council  is  to  meet. 

Section  II.— In  order  to  aid  the  Secretary  in  preparing  the  list  speci- 
fied in  the  preceding  section,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Council  of  every  Diocese,  to  forward  to  him,  as  soon  as  may  be  prac- 
ticable, a  copy  of  the  Journal  of  the  Diocesan  Council,  together  with  a 
certified  copy  of  the  testimonials  of  members  aforesaid.

Augusta,  Ga.,  Nov.  8th,  1865. 

This  being  the  time  and  place  appointed  for  the  Second 
Triennial  Meeting  of  the  General  Council  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  (late)  Confederate  States,  the 
opening  Services  were  held  in  St.  Paul's  Church. 

Morning  Prayer  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Paul  Trapier,  of 
the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina,  and  the  Rev.  C.  P.  McRae,  of 
the  Diocese  of  Georgia,  the  Right  Rev.  Stephen  Elliott, 
D.  D.,  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Georgia  and  Presiding 
Bishop,  pronouncing  the  Declaration  of  Absolution. 

The  107th  of  the  Psalms  in  metre  was  announced  by  the 
Rev.  W.  H.  Clarke,  of  Georgia,  and  sung  by  the  choir  and 
congregation.  The  Right  Rev.  R.  H.  Wilmer,  D.  D.,  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese  of  Alabama,  proceeded  with  the  Ante-Com- 
munion service;  the  Right  Rev.  W.  M.  Green,  D.  D.,  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese  of  Mississippi,  reading  the  Epistle,  and  the 
Right  Rev.  John  Johns,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Vir- 
ginia, the  Gospel. 

The  Holy  Communion  was  administered  by  the  Presiding 
Bishop,  assisted  by  the  Right  Rev.  Drs.  John&,  Green  and 
Wilmer.

Eepresentations  from  a  majority  of  the  Dioceses  compos, 
ing  the  General  Council  being  found  present,  and  the  Secre- 
tary having  taken  the  votes  of  the  Deputies,  the  Kev.  Philip 
Slaughter,  of  the  Diocese  of  Virginia,  was  declared  duly  and 
unanimously  elected  President  of  the  House  of  Deputies. 

The  Kev.  Mr.  Slaughter  having  declined  to  preside  because 
of  physical  disability,  the  Eev.  C.  C.  Pinckney,  of  the  Dio- 
cese of  South  Carolina,  was  then  elected,  also  unanimously, 
and  was  conducted  to  the  Chair  by  the  Rev.  P.  Slaughter 
and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Trapier. 

The  Rev.  J.  M.  Mitchell,  of  Alabama,  was  then  elected 
Secretary,  viva  voce,  there  being  no  other  nominee,  and,  with 
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the  approbation  of  the  House,  appointed  the  Eev.  J.   T. 
Pickett,  of  Mississippi,  Assistant  Secretary. 

On  motion  : 

Retolvcd,  That  the  Rev.  W.  H.  Clarke  be  a  Committee  to  inform  the  House  of 
Bishops  that  the  House  of  Deputies  has  organized  by  the  ©lection  of  the  Rev. 
C.  C.  Pinckney,  President,  and  the  Rev.  J.  M.  Mitchell,  Secretary.

The  House  of  Bishops  informs  the  House  of  Deputies  that  it  has  organized, 
and  elected  the  Rev.  W.  H.  Hanson,  of  Georgia,  Secretary. 

On  motion,  the  President  appointed  the  Eev.  Messrs. 
Trapier  and  Slaughter  a  Committee  to  examine  the  cre- 
dentials of  the  Deputies-elect. 

The  Committee  having  attended  to  the  duty  assigned  to 
them,  reported,  that  the  credentials  referred  to  them  were 
all  in  due  form,  and  duly  attested  the  election  of  the  Depu- 
ties, Clerical  and  Lay,  whose  names  appear  on  the  list  made 
and  recorded  by  the  Secretary.

The  Committee  of  Conference  to  prepare  matters  for  the 
action  of  this  Council  made  the  following 


Whbrbxs,  The  eeveral  Dioceses,  which  we,  as  Bishops  and  Deputies  r«pr««ent 
*X  this  CouHcil,  were  compelled,  from  political  necessity,  to  separate  from  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States,  and  did  decide,  upon  groundi 
■auctioned  by  Holy  Scripture  and  Primitive  Antiquity,  to  unite  together,  and 
adopt  for  their  better  goyernment  and  more  convenient  action,  a  Constitution 
and  Code  of  Canons,  and  did  meet  in  pursuance  of  that  Constitution,  in  Gen- 
eral Council,  in  November,  1862 ;  and 

Whereas,  This  Church,  so  organized,  although  arising  out  of  political  nece»- 
lity,  was  from  that  time  a  duly  organized  branch  of  the  One  Catholic  and  Apos- 
tolic Church,  and  may  of  right  so  continue  to  be,  or  may,  through  the  action  of 
its  several  Diocesan  Councils,  form  any  other  Synodical  association  ;  and 
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Whcrcnfi,  In  the  opinion  of  several  of  the  Dioceses,  which  co-operated  in  the 
formation  of  this  independent  branch  of  the  Church  Catholic,  the  political 
necessity  which  caused  its  arrangement  no  longer  exists;  and 

mtcrcns,  The  spirit  of  charity  which  prevailed  in  the  proceedings  of  the 
General  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States,  at 
its  late  session  in  Philadelphia,  has  warmly  commended  itself  to  the  hearts  of 
this  Council ;  therefore, 

Resolved,  I.  That,  in  the  judgment  of  this  Council,  it  is  perfectly  consistent 
with  the  good  faith  which  she  owes  to  the  Bishops  and  Dioceses  with  which  she 
has  been  in  uniou  since  1862,  for  any  Diocese  to  decide  for  herself  whether  she 
shall  any  longer  continue  in  union  with  this  Council. 

II.  That  two  or  more  Dioceses,  if  preferring  to  remain  in  their  present  rela- 
tions to  each  other,  will,  in  our  judgment,  be  entitled  to  be  regarded  as  a  legiti- 
mate branch  of  the  Church  Catholic,  and  to  all  the  tokens *of  fraternal  inter- 
communion ;  and  shall  be  known  as  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  the 
Aisociated  Dioceses  in  the  United  States- 

III.  That  it  be  recommend  3d,  that  wherever  the  word  Confederate  occurs  in 
the  Standards  of  this  Church,  the  word  United  be  substituted  therefor. 

IV.  That  inasmuch  as  the  change  recommended  in  the  preceding  Resolution 
(being  a  change  in  the  Prayer  Book)  cannot  be  legally  completed  until  the  next 
meeting  of  this  Council,  under  the  circumstances  it  should,  in  the  meantime* 
have  the  force  of  law. 

V.  That  each  Diocese  now  in  connection  with  this  Council  shall  be  governed 
by  the  Constitution  and  Canons  thereof,  until  such  time  as  it  shall  have  declared 
its  withdrawal  therefrom,  as  hereinafter  provided  for. 

VI.  That  whenever  any  Diocese  shall  determine  to  withdraw  from  this  Eccle- 
siastical Confederation,  such  withdrawal  shall  be  considered  as  daly  accom- 
plished when  an  official  notice,  signed  by  the  Bish»p  and  Secretary  of  such 
Diocese,  shall  have  been  given  to  the  Bishops  of  the  Dioceses  remaining  in 
connection  with  this  Council.

Resolved,  That  while  we  advise  the  change  of  the  word  "  Confederate  "  to 
that  of  "United"  whore  it  occurs  in  the  Prayer  Book,  wo  recommend  that  a 
Joint  Committee  bo  appointed  by  this  Council  to  enter  its  solemn  protest  against 
those  Military  Orders  by  which  Churches  have  been  closed  and  Clergymen 
ordered  to  bo  suspended  from  their  functions,  because  they  could  not  use  certain 
Prayers  under  the  dictation  of  tho  Military  Authority.

The  House  of  Bishops  informs  the  House  of  Deputies  that  it  has  adopted  th« 
Report  and  Resolutions  of  the  Joint  Committee  appointed  to  prepare  matters 
for  the  action  of  this  Council,  with  the  following  amendments : 

1.  In  the  first  paragraph  of  the  Preamble  (2d  line),  by  striking  out  the 
words  "  compelled  from,"  and  inserting  the  words  "  impelled  by." 

2.  And,  after  the  word  "separate,"  in  the  same  line,  adding  the  words, 
"in  a  legislative  capacity." 

8.  By  striking  out  the  second  Resolution,  and  substituting  the  following 
therefor  : 

"  II.  That  any  Dioceses,  preferring  to  remain  in  their  present  relations  to 
•ach  other,  have,  in  the  opinion  of  this  Council,  a  right  so  to  do  by  virtue  Of 
their  Diocesan  independency,  and  their  action  should  be  concluded  by  their  own 
wise  judgment,  under  the  guidance  of  the  Holy  Spirit  of  God  and  the  custom 
of  the  Primitive  Church."

Resolved,  That  this  House  concur  in  the  second  amendment  of  said  Report* 
as  conveyed  in  the  same  Message.

Resolved,  That  this  House  non-concur  in  the  third  amendment  of  said  Report 
as  conveyed  to  it  in  the  same  Message.

The  Rev.  Mr.  Mitchell  offered  the  following  as  a  substitute 
for  the  second  of  the  resolutions  contained  in  said  Report, 
to-wit : 

11.  That  if  any  number  of  the  Dioceses  composing  this  Ecclesiastical  Organi. 
zatioD,  in  the  exercise  of  their  Diocesan  independency,  shall  prefer  to  maintain 
?aid  Organization,  they  will  not  thereby,  in  the  judgment  of  this  Council,  for- 
feit their  claim  to  fraternal  inter-communion  as  a  branch  of  the  Church  Catholic 

The  following  message  was  received  from  the  House  of 
Bishops :

The  House  of  Bishops  informs  the  House  of  Deputies  that  it  has  passed  the 
following  Resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  while  we  advise  the  change  of  the  word  "  Confederate"  to  that 
of  "United"  where  it  occurs  in  the  Prayer  Book,  we  recommend  that  a  Joint 
Committee  be  appointed  by  this  Council  to  enter  its  solemn  Protest  against  those 
Military  Orders  by  which  Churches  have  been  closed,  and  Clergymen  ordered  to 
be  suspended  from  their  functions  because  they  could  not  use  certain  prayers 
under  the  dictation  of  the  Military  Authority. 

A  vote  by  Dioceses  and  Orders  was  called  for  on  the  pro- 
posed substitute  for  Resolution  II.,  contained  in  the  Report 
of  the  Committee  of  Conference,  which  vote  was  as  follows  :

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The  President  declared  the  substitute  lost  by  the  non] 
concurrence  of  the  two  Orders. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Pheltin,  Resolution  II.  was  amended  by 
striking  out  all  after  the  word  "  inter-communion." 

A  vote  by  Dioceses  and  Orders  was  then  called  for,  on  the 
adoption  of  Resolution  II.,  as  thus  amended,  and  resulted  as 
follows  :

On  motion,  Resolution  V.  was  then  adopted. 

On  motion.  Resolution  VI.  was  adopted. 

On  motion,  Resolution  III.  was  then  adopted. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Phelan,  Resolution  IV.  was  amended 
by  adding  the  following  words:  "In  any  Diocese,  when 
approved  by  its  Bishop  or  Diocesan  Council." 

On  motion  of  the  same.  Resolution  IV.,  thus  amended, 
was  adopted. 

On  motion : 

Ordered,  That  the  numbering  of  the  Resolutions  in  the  Report  be  altered  to 
conform  to  the  non-adoption  of  Resolution  II. 

On  motion,  in  each  of  the  first  two  places  where  the  words 
"political  necessity"  occur  in  the  Preamble  contained  in 
the  Report,  the  word  "necessity"  was  stricken  out,  and 
the  word  "events"  was  inserted. 

On  motion,  in  the  third  place,  where  the  words  "  political 
necessity  "  occur  in  said  Preamble,  they  were  stricken  out, 
and  the  word  "exigency"  was  inserted. 

On  motion,  the  Preamble,  so  amended,  was  then  adopted- 
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On  motion,  the  Eeport  and  Resolutions  of  the  Committee 
of  Conference,  as  amended,  were  adoj^ted  unanimously,  and 
sent  to  the  Uouse  of  Bishops  for  its  concurrence  in  the 
amendments  adopted  by  the  House  of  Deputies. 

On  motion,  the  House  concurred  in  the  adoption  of  the 
Resolution  to  appoint  a  Joint  Committee  to  protest  against 
certain  Military  Orders,  as  conveyed  to  it  in  M^eesage  No.  5 
of  the  House  of  Bishops. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Massie: 

Resolved,  The  House  of  Bishops  concurring,  That  the  nest  regular  meetiag  of 
the  General  Council  of  this  Church  be  held  in  Richmond,  Va, 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Trapier : 

Resolved,  The  House  of  Bishops  concurring^  That  Article  V.  of  the  Constitu- 
tion of  this  Church  be  adopted,  as  amended,  on  page  89  of  the  Journal  of  the 
General  Council  of  1862,  to-wit : 

"Article  V.— Every  Diocesan  Council  shall  be  composed  of  the  Bishop,  or 
Bishops,  of  the  Diocese,  and  of  such  other  Clergymen  and  such  lay  representa- 
tion as  shall  be  determined  by  the  Constitution  thereof." 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Massie  : 

Resolved,  That  the  House  elect  one  Clergyman  and  one  Layman  to  fill  tha 
vacancies  in  the  Joint  Committee  on  the  Prayer  Book,  on  the  part  of  this  House, 
appointed  by  the  General  Council  in  1862. 

Whereupon  the  House  elected  the  Rev.  Charles  W.  An- 
drews, D.  D.,  and  Mr.  N.  H.  Massie. 

The  following  Message  was  received  from  the  House  of 
Bishops:

The  House  of  Bishops  informs  the  House  of  Deputies  that  it  has  passed  the 
following  Resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  this  House  concurs  in  the  Amendments  of  the  House  of  Depu- 
ties to  the  Report  of  the  Joint  Committee,  as  conveyed  to  this  House  in  Message 
No.  5  of  the  House  of  Deputies. 

So  the  Report  of  the  Committee  of  Conference  appointed 
to  prepare  matters  for  the  consideration  of  this  Council,  as 
amended  and  finall}^  adopted  by  the  concurrent  action  of 
the  two  Houses,  reads  as  follows : 

Whkukas,  The  several  Dioceses,  which  we,  as  Bishops  and  Deputies  represent 
at  this  Council,  were  impelled  by  political  events  to  separate,  in  a  legislative 
capacity,  from  tho  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States,  and  did 
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decide,  upon  grounds  sanctioned  by  Holy  Scripture  and  Primitive  Antiquity,  t<. 
unite  together  and  adopt,  for  tlieir  better  government  and  more  convenient  ac- 
tion, a  Constitution  and  Code  of  Canons,  and  did  meet,  in  pursuance  of  that 
Constitution,  in  General  Council,  in  November.  1862  ;  and 

Whereas,  This  Church,  so  organized,  although  arising  out  of  politieal  events, 
was  from  that  time  a  duly  organized  branch  of  the  One  Catholic  and  Apostolic 
Church,  and  may  of  right  so  continue  to  bo,  or  may,  through  the  action  of  its 
several  Diocesan  Councils,  form  any  other  Synodical  association  ;  and 

Whereas,  In  the  opinion  of  several  of  the  Dioceses  which  co-operated  in  the 
formation  of  this  independent  branch  of  the  Church  Catholic,  the  exigency 
which  caused  its  arrangement  no  longer  exists  ;  and 

Whereas,  The  spirit  of  charity  which  prevailed  in  the  proceedings  of  the 
General  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States,  at 
its  late  session  in  Philadelphia,  has  warmly  commended  itself  to  the  hearts  of 
this  Council ;  therefore. 

Resolved,  I.  That,  in  the  judgment  of  this  Council,  it  is  perfectly  consistent 
with  the  good  faith  which  she  owes  to  the  Bishops  and  Dioceses  with  which  she 
has  been  in  union  since  1S62,  for  any  Diocese  to  decide  for  herself  whether  she 
shall  any  longer  continue  in  union  with  this  Council. 

II.  That  it  be  recommended  that  wherever  the  word  "  Confederate"  occurs 
in  the  Standards  of  this  Church,  the  word  "United  "  be  substituted  therefor. 

III.  That  inasmuch  as  the  change  recommended  in  the  preceding  Resolution 
(being  a  change  in  the  Prayer  Book)  cannot  be  legally  completed  until  the  next 
meeting  of  this  Council,  under  the  circumstances  it  should,  in  the  meantime, 
have  the  force  of  law  in  any  Diocese,  when  approved  by  its  Bishop  or  Diocesan 
Council. 

IV.  That  each  Diocese  now  in  connection  with  this  Council  shall  be  governed 
by  the  Constitution  and  Canons  thereof,  until  such  time  as  it  shall  have  declared 
its  withdrawal  therefrom,  as  hereinafter  provided  for. 

V.  That  whenever  any  Diocese  shall  determine  to  withdraw  from  this  Eccle- 
siastical Confederation,  such  withdrawal  shall  be  considered  as  duly  accom- 
plished when  an  official  notice,  signed  by  the  Bishop  and  Secretary  of  such 
Diocese,  shall  have  been  given  to  the  Bishops  of  the  Dioceses  remaining  in 
connection  with  this  Council. 

On  motion,  the  House  adjourned. 
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Augusta,  Ga.,  Nov.  10th,  1865. 

After  Morning  Prayer,  rend  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Banister  of 
Alabama,  and  the  Eov.  Dr.  Andrews  of  Virginia,  the  House 
met  pursuant  to  adjournment.

The  Committee  on  Expenses  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  no  facts  before 
them  to  enable  them  to  decide  upon  the  amount  of  funds  necessaij-  to  be  raised, 
and  do  therefore  recommend  that  the  Secretary,  when  ho  has  ascertained  the 
amount  needed,  apportion  the  same  among  the  Dioceses  as  heretofore.

Whereas,  The  Bishop  of  Alabama  was  elected  and  consecrated  under  the 
Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  then  Con- 
federate States,  and  never  has  been,  nor  is  now,  a  Bishop  of  the  Church  in  the 
L'nited  States,  nor  can  bo  so,  in  the  judgment  of  that  Church,  as  recently  ex- 
pressed in  his  case,  unless  and  until  he  shall  have  made  the  required  "promise 
of  contormity"  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  thereof ;  and 

Whereat,  For  this  reason  he  held  that  he  was  under  no  ecclesiastical  obliga- 
tion to  use  the  Prayer  appointed  in  the  Prayer  Book  of  said  fJhurch  for  ''the 
President  of  the  United  States,  and  all  in  Civil  Authority ;"  and 

\Vherca»,  The  independence  of  the  Church,  in  matters  purely  spiritual,  is  held 
to  be  of  Divine  authority,  and  has  been  the  doctrine  of  the  Church  since  the 
foundation  of  Chri.stianity,  and  is  at  this  day  universally  conceded  by  the  poweri 
•f  thia  world,  wherever  the  Church  has  been  true  to  itself  j  therefore, 

We,  the  members  ot  this  Council,  do,  in  our  own  behalf,  and  in  behalf  of 
the  Christian  Church  throughout  the  world,  solemnly  protest  against  the  Order 
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« 
issued  September  20tli,  1865,  from  the  Headquarters  of  the  Department  of  Ala»- 
bama,  that  the  Bishop  and  Cler<,'y  of  that  Dioooso  "be  suspended  from  their 
functions,  and  forbidden  to  preach  or  perform  Divine  Service,  and  that  their 
places  of  worship  bo  closed"— and  against  all  and  every  secular  interference 
with  ecclesiastical  affairs,  as  a  violation  of  liberty  of  conscience,  as  guaranteed 
by  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States.

Church  in  the  Confederate  States." 

Eev.  Mr.  Trapicr,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  the  State 
of  the  Church,  presented  the  following  Report,  to-wit : 

Your  Committee  regret  that,  through  the  failure  of  most  of  the  Bishops- 
Standing  Committees,  and  Secretaries  of  Diocesan  Councils,  to  furnish  the  re- 
ports and  documents  required  by  Canon  V.,  of  Title  II.,  they  are  unable  to  lay 
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before  you  the  statistics  essential  to  a  fulj  view  of  the  State  of  the  Church  ;  but 
they  transmit  herewith  such  information  as  they  have  been  able  to  obtain,  and 
express  the  hope  that  other  Dioceses  will  send  their  reports  to  the  Secretary  of 
this  House  as  soon  as  convenient.

Morning  Prayer  was  said  by  the  Rev.  Paul  Trapier,  of  the 
Diocese  of  South  Carolina,  assisted  by  the  Eev  Cameron  F. 
McPae,  of  the  Diocese  of  Georgia. 

The  Ante-Communion  Service  was  said  b}"  the  Eight  Eev. 
Eichard  H.  Wilmer,  D.  D.,  the  Eight  Eev.  William  M.  Green, 
D.  D.,  being  Epistler,  and  the  Eight  Eev.  John  Johns, 
D.  D.,  Gospeller. 

The  Holy  Communion  was  administered  by  the  Eight  Eev, 
Stephen  Elliott,  D.  D.,  assisted  by  the  Bishops  of  Virginia, 
Mississippi  and  Alabama. 

After  Divine  Service,  the  Bishops  met  in  the  Lecture 
Eooni  of  St.  Paul's  Church.     The  Senior  Bisliop,  the  Eight 
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Rev.  Stephen  Elliott,  I).  D.,  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Georgia, 
took  the  Chair.

Whereas,  This  Church,  so  organized,  although  arising  out  of  political  neces- 
sity, was  from  that  time  a  duly  organized  branch  of  the  One  Catholic  and  Apos- 
tolic Church,  and  may  of  right  so  continue  to  be,or  may,  through  the  action  of 
its  several  Diocesan  Councils,  form  any  other  Synodical  association  :  and 

-  Whereas,  In  the  opinion  of  several  of  the  Dioceses,  which  co-operated  in  the 
formation  of  this  independent  branch  of  the  Church  Catholic,  the  political 
necessity  which  caused  its  arrangement  no  longer  exists ;  and 

Whereas,  The  spirit  Of  charity  which  prevailed  in  the  proceedings  of  tho 
General  Convention  of  th«  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States,  at 
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its  late  session  in  Philadelphia,  has  \7armly  comracnclcd  itself  to  the  hearts  ot 
this  Council;  therefore, 

Resolved,  I.  That,  in  the  judgment  of  this  rouncil.  it  is  perfectly  consistent 
with  the  good  faith  which  she  owes  to  the  Bishops  and  Dioceses  with  which  she 
has  been  in  union  since  1S62,  for  any  Diocese  to  decide  for  herself  whether  she 
shall  any  longer  continue  in  union  with  this  Council, 

11.  That  two  or  more  Dioceses,  if  preferring  to  remain  in  their  present  rela- 
tions to  each  other,  will,  in  our  judgment,  be  entitled  to  be  regarded  as  a  legiti- 
mate branch  of  the  Church  Catholic,  and  to  all  the  tokens  of  fraternal  inter- 
communion ;  and  shall  be  known  as  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  the 
Associated  Dioceses  in  the  United  States. 

in.  That  it  be  recommended,  that  wherever  the  word  Confederate  ocurs  in 
the  Standards  of  this  Church,  the  word  United  be  substituted  therefor. 

IV.  That  inasmuch  as  the  change  recommended  in  the  preceding  Resolution 
(being  a  change  in  the  Prayer  Book)  cannot  be  legally  completed  until  the  next 
meeting  of  this  Council,  under  the  circumstances  it  should,  in  the  meantime, 
have  the  force  of  law. 

V.  That  each  Diocese  now  in  connection  with  this  Council  shall  be  governed 
by  the  Constitution  and  Canons  thereof,  until  such  time  as  it  shall  have  declared 
its  withdrawal  thei-efrom,  as  hereinafter  provided  for. 

VI.  That  whenever  any  Diocese  shall  determine  to  withdraw  from  this  Eccle- 
iiastical  Confederation,  such  withdrawal  shall  be  considered  as  duly  accom- 
plished when  an  official  notice,  signed  by  the  Bish»p  and  Secretary  of  such 
Diocese,  shall  have  been  given  to  the  Bishops  of  the  Dioceses  remaining  in 
connection  with  this  Council.

certain  Prayers  under  the  dictation  of  the  Military  Authority,"  do  respectfully 
report,  that — 

Whereas,  The  Bishop  of  Alabama  was  elected  and  consecrated  und«r  tbe 
Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  then  Con- 
federate States,  and  never  has  been,  nor  is  now,  a  Bishop  of  the  Church  in  th« 
United  States,  nor  can  be  so,  in  the  judgment  of  that  Church,  as  recently  ex- 
pressed in  his  case,  unless  and  until  he  shall  have  made  the  required  ''promise 
of  contormity"  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  thereof ;  and 

Whereas,  For  this  reason  ho  held  that  he  was  under  no  ecclesiastical  oblig»- 
tion  to  use  the  Prayer  appointed  in  the  Prayer  Book  of  said  Church  for  "  th» 
President  of  the  United  States,  and  all  in  Civil  Authority  ;"  and 

Whereas,  The  independence  of  the  Church,  in  matters  purely  spiritual,  is  held 
to  be  of  Divine  authority,  and  has  been  the  doctrine  of  the  Church  since  th» 
foundation  of  Christianity,  and  is  at  this  day  universally  conceded  by  the  poweri 
•f  this  world,  wherever  the  Church  has  been  true  to  itself;  therefore, 

We,  the  members  ot  this  Council,  do,  in  our  own  behalf,  and  in  behalf  of 
the  Christian  Church  throughout  the  world,  solemnly  protest  against  the  Order 
issued  September  20th,  1865,  from  the  Headquarters  of  the  Department  of  Al»^ 
b*ma,  that  the  Bishop  and  Clergy  of  that  Diocese  "be  suspended  from   their 
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functions,  and  forbidden  to  preach  or  perform  Divine  Service,  and  that  their 
places  of  worship  be  closed"— and  against  all  and  every  secular  interference 
with  ecclesiastical  affairs,  as  a  violation  of  liberty  of  conscience,  as  guaranteed 
by  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States.

Otey,  B.  D.,  presented  the  following  Report,  which  was 
adopted : 
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The  Joint  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  duty  of  preparing  a  suitable 
expression  of  the  reapect  of  this  Council  for  the  memory  of  the  late  Right  Rev.

Resolved,  I.  That  in  the  absence  of  those  beloved  and  lamented  Fathers  from 
the  scenes  of  their  earthly  labors,  at  a  time  when  their  ardent  devotion  to  the 
interests  of  Christ  and  His  Holy  Church,  their  enlarged  wisdom  and  ripe  expe- 
rience would  have  rendered  their  counsels  and  co-operation  especially  valuable 
aud  important,  we  find  cause  for  profound  regret  and  sorrow,  while  we  desire  to 
bow  in  humble  submission  to  the  afflictive  dispensation  of  Divine  Providence. 

II.  That,  holding  in  deserved  and  aflfectionate  remembrance  their  many  vir- 
tues, their  untiring  energy,  and  their  self-sacriticing  efforts  to  maintain  and 
defend  the  truth,  we  will  study  so  to  advance  those  great  designs  for  the  moral 
»nd  religious  culture  of  our  Dioceses,  to  which  each  of  them  had  given  so  much 
lime  and  thought,  as  will  perpetuate  the  influence  among  us  of  their  Christian 
character  and  elevated  aims.

The  House  ordered  its  Secretary  to  inform  the  House  of 
Deputies  that  it  had  finished  its  business,  and  would  now 
join  with  the  House  of  Deputies  in  the  closing  devotional 
services  of  the  Council. 

The  Bishops  then  proceeded  to  St.  Paul's  Church. 

The  Presiding  Bishop  delivered  an  appropriate  address 
said  the  concluding  prayers,  and  closed  with  the  Benediction 
of  Peace. 

The  Bishops  then  returned  to  the  Lecture  Room  of  St. 
Paul's  Church,  when  the  minutes  of  the  day  were  read 
and  approved.

JOINT     RULES     OF     ORDER. 

1.  At  the  opening  of  the  Council,  the  House  of  Deputies,  after  orgnnizin 
shall  inform  the  House  of  Bishops  that  they  have  elected  a  President  and  Seer 
tary,  and  are  ready  to  proceed   to  business  ;  and   the  House  of  Bisliups,  afte 
electing  a  Secretary,  shall  communicate  such  fact  to  the  House  of  Deputies. 

2.  Messages  may  be  conveyed  by  a  Committee  or  by  the  Secretary  of  either 
body.  The  Secretary  of  the  body  to  which  such  message  is  sent  shall  announce- 
"A  message  from  the  House  of  Bishops,"  or,  "A  message  from  the  House  of 
Deputies;"  whereupon,  proceedings  shall  be  suspended  until  the  message  is  de- 
livered to  the  President.  If  the  message  be  in  writing,  the  President  shall  order 
it  to  be  read  by  the  Secretary,  and  it  shall  then  be  laid  on  the  table,  subject  to 
the  order  of  the  House. 

^.  At  the  close  of  the  session,  the  House  of  Deputies  shall  announce  to  the 
House  of  Bishops  that  they  have  concluded  their  business,  and  are  ready  to 
receive  the  Bishops.  The  House  of  Bishops  shall  then  designate  a  time  at  which 
they  will  unite  with  the  House  of  Deputies  in  the  concluding  devotional  exer- 
cisea,  and  read  the  Pastoral  Letter,  if  one  be  issued. 

4.  Joint  Committees,  unless  the  number  be  speci6ed  in  the  Resolution  under 
which  they  are  appointed,  shall  consist  of  three  Bishops  and  five  Deputies. 
The  assent  of  a  majority  of  the  Bishops  and  a  majority  of  the  Deputies  of  the 
Committee  shall  be  necessary  for  a  majority  report. 


RULES  OF  ORDER  OF  THE  HOUSE  OF  DErUTIES. 

1 .  Each  day's  session  .shall  commecce  with  the  Morning  Service  of  the  Church. 

2.  When   the  President  takes  the  Chair,  no  Member  shall  continue  standing. 
or  shall  afterwards  stand,  except  to  address  the  Chair. 

3.  When  the  President  shall  have  taken  the  Chair,  the  Boll  of  Members  shal 
be  called,  and  the  Minutes  of  the  preceding  day  read. 

4.  The  business  of  the  House  shall  be  called  up,  and  disposed  of  in  the  fol- 
lowing order,  to-wit :     1st.  Communications  from  the  President.    2d.  Repor  t 
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from  Standing  Committees.     3d.  Reports  of  Special  Committees.    4th.  PeiltionB 
and  Memorials.     5th.  Motions  and  Kesolutions. 

5.  The  nou.''e  shall  proceed  to  the  Order  of  the  Day  one  hour  after  its  meet- 
ing, unless  sooner  ordered  or  dispensed  with,  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the 
Members  present. 

6.  All  Resolutions  shall  bo  reduced  to  writing,  presented  to  the  Secretary,  and 
by  him  read  to  the  Hoyge  ;  and  no  motion  shall  be  considered  before  the  H -use 
unless  seconded. 

7.  No  Member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  sessions  of  the  lluuse,  unless  he 
have  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

8.  When  any  Member  is  about  to  speak,  or  deliver  any  matter  to  the  Houee, 
be  shall,  with  due  respect,  address  himself  to  the  President,  confining  himself 
ftrictly  to  the  point  in  debate. 

9.  No  Member  shall  speak  more  than  twice,  in  the  same  debate,  without  leave 
of  the  House. 

10.  While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  the  Members  shall  continue 
in  their  seats,  and  shall  not  hold  any  private  discourse. 

11.  Every  Member  who  shall  be  in  the  House  when  any  question  is  put,  Eha'l, 
on  a  division,  be  counted,  unless  he  be  personally  interested  in  the  discussion. 

12.  When  a  question  is  under  consideration,  no  motion  shall  be  received,  un- 
le-3  to  lay  it  upon  the  table,  to  postpone  it  to  a  certain  time,  to  postpone  it  in- 
definitely, to  commit,  to  amend,  or  to  divide  it;  and  motions  for  any  of  these 
purposes  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  herein  named.  The  motions  to  lay 
iil)on  the  table  and  to  adjourn  shall  be  decided  without  debate.  The  motion  lo 
adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order. 

13.  All  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President  unless  otherwise  or- 
dered. 

1-i.  When  the  House  is  about  to  rise,  every  Member  shall  keep  his  seat  until 
the  President  leaves  his  chair. 

15.  The  names  of  the  movers  of  resolutions  shall  appear  upon  the  Minutes  yf 
this  House. 

16.  The  Report.*  of  all  Committees  shall   be  in  writing,  and  shall  be  received 
of  course,  and  without  motion  for  acceptance,  until   recommitted  by  a  vote  of 
the  House.     All  reports  recommending  or  requiring  any  action  or  expression  of 
opinion  by  the  House,  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  resolution  for  the  action  of  the 
House  thereon. 

17.  If  the  question  under  debate  is  susceptible  of  division,  the  same  shall  be 
divided  at  the  request  of  any  Member,  and  a  vote  taken  separately,  except  that 
a  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert  shall  be  indivisible. 

18.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the  Chair,  without  debate;  but 
any  Member  may  appeal  from  such  decision  ;  and  on  such  appeal  no  Member 
(ball  apeak  more  than -once,  without  express  loavie  of  the  House. 

19.  All  amendments  «hall  be  considci^id  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  moved. 
When  a  proposed  amendment  is  under  consideration,  a  motion  to  amend  the 
<ame  may  be  made ;  no  after  amendment  to  such  second  ameudmcut  shall  be  is 
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order.  But  when  an  aincmhneiit  to  an  amendment  is  under  consideration,  a 
fubstitute  for  the  whole  niattor  may  be  received.  No  propotiifion,  on  a  Hubject 
(iilTerent  from  the  one  under  consideration,  shall  bo  received  under  color  of  a 
Bubstitutc. 

20.  In  all  questions  decided  numerically,  the  motion  to  rooonpidcr  must  be 
made  by  one  Deputy  who  voted  in  the  majority  ;  or,  in  case  of  equal  division, 
by  one  who  voted  in  the  negative ;  aud  in  the  case  of  a  vote  by  Orders,  wb^re 
there  is  a  concurrence  of  both  Orders,  a  motion  to  reconsider  shall  be  made  by 
a  majority  of  a  Deputation  from  any  Diocese  of  either  Order  voting  in  the  ma- 
jority;  and  in  the  case  of  a  non-concurrenco  of  Orders,  the  motion  to  recon- 
sider shall  come  from  a  majority  of  a  Deputation  from  a  Diocese  of  that  Order 
which  gave  the  majority  in  the  negative  :  aud  in  either  case  a  motion  to  recon- 
sider shall  be  seconded  by  a  majority  of  any  Deputation  of  either  Order,  with- 
out regard  to  its  previous  vote.  And  all  motions  to  reconsider  shall  be  made 
*nd  seconded  on  the  day  the  vote  is  taken,  or  the  next  succeeding  day. 

21.  None  of  these  rules  shall  be  altered,  amended,  suspended  or  repealed  with- 
out a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  House.

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Since  the  Dioccean  Council  in  May,  1804,  no  Parochial  Reports  have  been  laid 
before  the  Di(»cuse.  Tbo  statistics  are  therefore  defective  in  so  far  a«  re;.^arilg 
the  official  acts  of  Presbyters  and  Deacons;  but  thode  of  the  DiBliop  are  report»;d 
in  full  to  this  meeting  of  the  General  Council. 

For  the  past  three  years,  the  parishes  in  the  lower  part  of  the  State  have  been 
almost  entirely  broken  up.  The  members  of  the  Church  have,  however,  been 
generally  dispersed  amon*<;  the  Churches  throughout  the  middle  and  upper  coun- 
•try.  Their  constant  presence  in  these  sanctuaries  has  proved  how  dear  their 
faith  is  to  their  hearts,  and  what  a  solace  their  Church  has  been  to  them  in  the 
midst  of  all  their  distresses.  At  present,  our  disorganized  social  state,  and  the 
difficulties  of  communication  throughout,  render  it  impossible  to  know  what  ia 
the  present  condition  of  the  Diocese.  Our  refugees  are  beginning  to  return  to 
their  old  homes,  and  Churches  long  closed  are  being  re-opened.  There  has  been 
recently  a  pleasant  demonstration  on  the  part  of  our  colored  brethren  to  adhere 
to  their  old  faith.  How  far  this  spirit  prevails  we  do  not«know  and  caunot  now 
ascertain.  In  relation  to  the  financial  investments  of  the  Diocese,  it  is  prob- 
able that  more  than  two-thirds  have  been  lost.  The  Parishes  too,  respectively, 
are  so  much  reduced  in  their  resources,  that  the  condition  of  the  clergy  is  one 
of  much  privation  and  even  want.  Yet,  thank  God,  there  is  a  cheerful  spirit 
a  strict  adherence  to  principle,  and  devout  reliance  upon  Divine  Providence. 
May  the  Almighty  Disposer  of  all  events  overrule  these  dispensations  of  His 
providence  to  the  glory  of  His  name,  the  good  of  His  Church,  and  our  eternal 
salvation,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.
